Applicant's affidavits filed October 18, 2006 have been considered but are not persuasive. The affidavits by Dr. Derosier and Mr. 
Jim Thomas filed October 18, 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but are ineffective to overcome the Sherman reference. 
Specifically the affidavits rely on the applicant's personal recollection of the timeline for the conception and reduction of practice of the 
instant application and several screen shots of what proportedly are software code files; however a list of files does not demonstrate 
and/or enable one to understand and/or determine what, if any, of the claimed features of the sociometric system and method are 
embodied in the files or even if the list of files represent actual executable code related to the claimed invention. Therefore the affidavits 
are not sufficient to establish that the invetor(s) performed all of the method steps prior to the Sherman reference. See the Final Office 
Action Mailed May 26, 2006, see Pages 4-8. Therefore claims 1-5, 7-17 and 19-38 remain rejected using the same art and rational as 
discussed in the Final Office Action mailed May 26, 2006.. 
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
